A Grave Danger Pointed Out. 


Al a luncheon held recently by the Republican Club of New 


York City one of the speakers was Congressman Gilletl of 
Massachusetts,1 who .is against government ownership of pub- 
lic utilities, and w hit f lie had t'o say with reference to govern- 
ment ownership of the railroads is worthy of (be most serious 
consideration. 


Mr. Gillett began by saying that he did not think the opera- 


tion of a business by a republic is efficient. 
It has a tendency, 


in his opinion, lo check initiative and invention, and to locale 
improvements on (he principle of the "pork barrel" rather 
(hail on.necessity, and to charge parl of Ihe cosl of operation 
to the tax payers ratiier than to the patrons. 


Proceeding, Mr. Gilletl pointed out the political evil which 


he fell would arise from government ownership of (he rail- 
roads. 
"All government employes," he said, "look lo Con- 


gress to'determine their scale of wages. 
So that becomes a 


political question: To-the men interested it is the most im- 
porlaiil pplilicafquestiqii;- -And the opinion of each member 
of Congress on'that question, regardless of his other qualifica- 
tions, is likely to determine flic vote of those constituents who 
are interested. 
When the number of such constituents is 


small il is not important, but when they become numerous 
and organized they might profoundly affect elections." 


Here is a point that may have escaped the attention of some 


who have come lo feel that government ownership of the rail- 
roads would be a good Ihing for Ihc country. That feeling is 
based oh certain shortcomings of the roads and the belief that 
nothing directly under the hand of the government can go 
wrong. 
! 


Cut the railroad employes of the United Stales constitute a 


vasfarmy and il would be a misfortune lo have them molded 
into a solid body voting for their own personal interests first, 
last and all Ihe lime. 
It is very easy to understand Ihe Massa- 


chusetts congressman when he declares they would be very 
apt lo do (his, and just as easy to understand that candidates 
for Congress would be apt lo truckle lo (he "railroad vote.' 


These are fads which should be carefully weighed before a 


slep is lakcn which might result in great mischief bolh to 
business and politics. 
II would be very uiiplcasam1 and un- 


profitable lo the country to have Ihe election of congressmen 
hinging on the attitude of candidates toward the question of 
salaries and wages of railroad men. Such a condition would 
have a demoralizing cfTecl on the railroads and on the govern-, 
menl. 


That some features which have characterized Ihe railroading 


of Ihe past should be eliminated no one denies, but the coun- 
try Joes not want to jump out of NIC frying pan into the fire, 
if is lo be believed that a proper study of the situation will 
result in something belter than government ownership, one 
of whose dangers has been so'plainly pointed out by (his ex- 
perienced and level-headed congressman from Massachusetts. 


The assurance from Secretary of Ihe Navy Daniels thai as 


much repair work as. possible will be sent lo the local navy 
yard is very gratifying lo the workmen and (he people of the 
ciiy. In more ways than one (he secretary has shown his in- 
terest in the yard and the shipbuilding plants here, and his 
latest communication shows that his interest is not waning.
